Summer  Grants  and  Travel  for 


Avila  faculty  members  will  travel  and 
study  in  many  institutions  this  summer. 
Mr.  Thomas  Webster,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Social  Science,  has  received 
a Health  Education  Welfare  grant  for  a 
faculty  institute  on  Social  Welfare  at  the 
University  of  Maine,  June  19-30.  He  receiv- 
ed a second  grant  from  the  Louis  W.  and 
Maude  Hill  Family  Foundation  for  a faculty 
institute  on  Urban  Sociology,  to  be  held 
at  George  Williams  College,  Downer’s  Grove, 
Illinois,  June  30  to  July  21.  Travel,  living 
accommodations,  and  tuition  are  covered  by 
both  grants.  Mr.  Webster  will  later  visit 
Expo-67  and  attend  the  national  conference 
of  the  American  Sociological  Association  in 
San  Francisco,  August  28-31. 

Sister  Mary  Avila  Smith  has  received  a 
National  Defense  Foreign  Language  fellow- 
ship for  the  study  of  Hindu-Urdu  at  the 
University  of  California  in  Berkeley.  The 
grant  includes  tuition,  fees,  transportation, 
and  $450  stipend  for  living  expenses.
